And Whereas vpon Inkozmation and Complaint made bnto Us herctofoze,of the many and 
great deceits, and abuſes, done and offered vnto Us, and Our louing Subiects of this Our 
'Realme of England by the Oaſtmen, Diggers, Getters, and Traders foꝛ Coale in the Coale- 
mines of Newcaſlle, Sunderland, and Blythe afozeſatd, and in all other places thereabouts, where the 
{aid Coales are digged and gotten, who in ſtead of good and merchantable Coales,ſendand bꝛing 
vnto Our ctitie of London, and other parts of this Our Realme of England, aud elſewhere, much 
Blacke carth, D:ofſe. Slate, and 5iher vnmerchantable ſtuffe, which arileth in, and about the 
ſaid Coale pittes, and is blacke like Coales, but not fit to burne, oz Fu: ble, and which the oalt- 
men, Diggers and Traders in Coales, doe Well knowe, and pet doe purpoſely and voluntarily 
mingle the laid deceitfull Blacke carth, Slate, Stone, and other bnkuclable ſtuffe amongſt their 
good Coales, and bell and vtcer the lame foꝛ good and merchantable Coales, to the enriching ok 
themſeines, the pꝛeindice of the Common wealth, and the diſgrace, and diſcredite of the ſaid com- 
modity in foꝛreigne parts: 

Wee thereupon taking into Our pꝛincely care and conſideration, the qualitie of theſe abules and 
the conſequences thereof, and much defiring a rekoꝛmation of the lame, pet Our care was that the 
ſaid abuſes infoꝛmed of, night firſt euidently appeare to bee ſuch indeede, as they were alleadged 
to be, and the S ffendoꝛs and their manner of offending dilcouered therebp, the better to finde out 
aremedy to pꝛeuent the like intonuenientes, and to that end wee did referre the examination

teune and clenen chüllngs tiegreat Chaldꝛon, Which are good and kaclable, and ſome ok fourc 
02 fiuc ſhillings the chaldꝛon, which are dꝛoſſie, and vnkuclable, fit oticly ſ02 Salt-pannes, and 
Lime kunes; And that albeit there are ſufficient 8 of good Coat: 5 to lerue the Kealme of 
England, and eee eee any mixture ot the bad, petneucrthcleſſe the Oaſtmen, aud 
Traders fo: Coalts ate dcrvcatle, clainung aſpetiall boten mt e Shippers hate 
vſed voluntarily to mingle the gosd Coalcs with the bad a lie Coales, and to lell them {9 
müingled together at the higheſt pꝛites of tenne and 2 os ings the chaldꝛon, warran⸗ 
ting them all to bee If the beſt £235, by this mꝛants gaming almoſt halke in Halfe, which ſaid 1 
voluntary mingling, aud torun. ** on Coales, Our laid Court of Start chamber found to be | 
a great and generallabuceand eng: co Our Whole Kealme. and verp mcete to be luppꝛeſſed, [| 
rekoꝛmed and puniſhed, And de! een „that the okendoꝛs, hen the Ockendants, ſhould be | 
tomuntied to the Flecte, aud lyucd twenty pounds a picee.

by clcir Loꝛdſhips ſpectall directions had and taken, tif appeared and was tonnd, that the abuſes 
and doceits akoꝛclaid, (notwithſtanding the pꝛetences to the contrary) did pet continue, and that 
there was no meaues lo pꝛobable foꝛ refoꝛmation of the lame, as the vigilant care and paines of 
taithfull and induſtrious perſons, to be tmployed and attendant at the Coale pits and wharfs.of 
ccucallle and other plates adiatent, and they to be furniſhed with abſolute authoꝛity from Tis fo: 
te pꝛohibiting, and pꝛeuenting of the deceitfull mirture of Coales, by the Haſtmen and others. 
and to makecertificates ofthe goodneſſe, oꝛ badnelie of Coales,fo2 the buyers direction, and auoi 
ding of deceits therein not diſcernable bythe eye; Ind the laid Lozds, andothers of our Pic 
Coundell, did humbly p:opoſe vnto Us, divers umitations, oꝛders, and pꝛouiſions, which they cotr- 


teiued fit and obſcruable in the execution of the lame. Wee therekoꝛe hauing well conſidered, and 
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appꝛodued ot the p2opoſitions, and pꝛouiſions befoꝛe mentioned, and ok the great care, and extraoꝛ⸗ 
dinary charge vledin the diſcouery ok the abules afoꝛeſaid, and of pꝛouiding pzoponnding, and let⸗ 
ling a lit and apt meanes fo2the refoꝛmation thereof, haue graciouſly beene picaſed, not onely to <= 
reuoke all fozmer Letters Patents, by Us made foz that purpoſe, (they in lome particulars being S || 8 : 
found to bee dekectine,) but by other Our Letters Patents vnder Our great Seale of Eogland. * ? 
bearing date the twenticth day of September, in the one and twentieth peere ok Our RYeigne of ki 
England, France AND Ireland, and ot Scotland the ſeuen and fifticth, Haue foꝛ Us, Our Heires and ſuc- 
teſſours, ſtraitip o2dained, eſtabliſhed, charged and pꝛohibited, that thereaiter none of the ſa:d 
low pꝛied Coales, called Panne coales, no2 D2oſle,blacke Earth, oꝛ other vnmerchantable ſtuffe 
whatſocuer, ſhall by any of the laid Oaſtmen, Owners, and Diggers of the laid Newcaltle Coales, 
oꝛ bpany other perſon o2 perſons whatſocuer, be mingled, mired, 02 put amongſt good and mer⸗ 
chantable Coales, noꝛ ſhall at any time, oꝛ times hereafcer, being ſo mingled, be bzonght, oꝛ tranſ- 
poꝛted into any the Pozts, 92 places of this Our Realme of England, oz tranſpozted into any the 
parts beyond the Seas, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and other the;penalties therein 
contained. 

And fo: the better obſeruation and perfozmance of Our will and pleaſure in the lame, We haue | il 
in, and by Our laid Tetters Patents, made, oꝛdained, appointed, conſtituted, and erected an office ö i 
to haue perpetuall continuance , which foꝛ euer Hereafter (hall be, and ſhall be called the office of 
Durncyour ok Coales to be ſhipped at Newcaltle, Sunderland, and Blythe, 02 any of them, oꝛ at any 
other plates adiatent, to be bꝛought and tranſpozted to Our titie of London, oꝛ other plates of this 
Our Kingdoine of England, oꝛ any the parts bepond the Seas, Which laid office, We, of Our el⸗ 
peciall Grace, certaine knowledge, and meere motion, and at the requeſt and nomination of Dur 
late right truſtie and right welbeloued Conzen and Conncellour, Lodowicke Duke of Richmond and 
Lenox, ſinte deceaſed, haue by Our laid Letters Patents graunted vnto Our truſty and welbelo⸗ 
ued Sir Robert Sharpcigh Rnight, and £ lexander Haitely Eſquire, to hold to them and their Alſignes, 
foꝛ the ſpace of one and twentie perres, with fuch Fees and Allowances, and ſuch Cantions, Di- 
rections, Limitations, and Pꝛouiſidus to: the execution thereof, as by the laid Lozds, and others 
of Our pꝛiuie Councell haue beene thought fit and adutled, as in, and by the ſaid Letters Patents 
moꝛe at large map appeare, | 

Now, to the end Our louing Subietts may perceiue with what care and taution Our ſelke and 
Our pꝛiuie Councell, haue pꝛotceded in this buſineſſe foꝛ the welfare of Our people, and the pꝛeuen⸗ 
tion of all future inconnentence that may ariſe in abuſinelle of this nature, and to the end ſuch as 
haue heretofoze beene Deitnquents in the pꝛemilles, may hereby take notite of Our pleaſure, and 
not plead their ignoꝛante, as an creuſe foꝛ their miſdemeanour ; wee haue thought fit hereby to 
make manifeſt and declare ſuch ſpcciall and neceſſary obleruations and directions, tending to the 
rekoꝛmation afoꝛeſaid, and contained in Our ſaid Letters Patents, as are moſt meet to be publi- 
ſhed, and of neteſſitie to be oblerued in the perfoꝛmante of the ſame: And doe therefoze ſigmific and

{and and Blythe afozcſatd, and the places adtacent, oꝛ woꝛking thereon, oꝛ imployed in oz about the 
lame, as alſo all and euery the Maſters and Owners of any Shippes, Boats, Hopes, Crayer o: 
other veſſels imployed foꝛ the conueying, tranſpoꝛting. oz bꝛinging the ſaid Seacoales vnto Our 
laid citie of London, oz bnto any other Poꝛts oz places of this Our realme of England, oꝛ into any the 
parts beyond the Seas, That they, oꝛ any of them pꝛelume not to endeauour oꝛ attempt at any 


time oꝛ times herealter, directly oꝛ indirectly by any pzactiſe oꝛ deniſe whatlo euer to mingle oꝛ mixe

and merchantable Coales are conneyecd oz tranſpoꝛted, no2 together with the lard good Coales, 
And that no woodmongers,wharkugers,merchants,02 other traders in Coales whatſocuer.ſhal 
at any tune oꝛ times hereatitcr, lay 02 cauſe to be laid any of the ſaid baler ſozt of Coales vpon one 
and the ſclic lame wharffe, together with the ſaidgood Coates, 

And kurther, that none of the laid Maſters oꝛ Owners of Ships o2 other veſſels, ſhall tranſ- 
poꝛt 02 conuey any ſuch mingled Coales, oz any other Coales, of what nature o2 qualitie ſoeuer, 
without Certificate from the Officer oꝛ Officers of Us, our Heires and Succeſſo:s appointed 
foꝛ the ſurueping of Seatoales, as afozelaid, their Deyuticoz Deputies , vnder the Seale of 
their laid office, teſtifying the goodneſſe, qualitie, oꝛ badneſſe of his and their Coales, and the quan⸗ 
titic thereof firſt had and obtained; And thatno woodmonger, wharkinger, merthant, oꝛ trader in 
Dcacoaies in Our laid citie of London, oꝛ in any other place oz plates whatſocuer, within this Sur 
rcaline of England, (hall at any time oꝛ tines hereafter , pzeſume oꝛ goe about to buy oꝛ take any | 
Coales of any Shipper, Owner o2 £Yaſter of any Ship, oꝛ other veſſeil whatſocuer,that ſhall not | 
ſhew and p:oduce ſuch certificate, as afoꝛelaid, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch other | 
paines, penalties and impzilonments as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Our realme of Eng 
land, 02 by Our pꝛerogatiue Royall, can 02 may be inflicted bpon them foz their diſobedience and 
conteinptof Our VNopallcommandement tn this behalte, 

And Wee will, and Our pleaſure ts, that foꝛ the moze eertaine pꝛeuentton of the abuſes afo2:c- 
ſayd, All and cucrytize Oaltinen, Fitters, and Coale-owners, Staithes-men, Merchants fox 
Coales, and all and ſinguler Maſters and Owners of Shippes oz other veſſels, whenthey oꝛ any 
of them (hall agree 92 contract together foꝛ any Coales to be conueped oz tranſpozted, as afoꝛcſaid, 
that they and cuery of them, bythemlclues, their ſeruants, deputies oꝛ agents, ſhall from time to 
time deliuer, oꝛ cauſe to be deliuered vnto the laid officer oꝛ offiters of Us, Our Heires and Suttel⸗ 
ſoꝛs oꝛ his oꝛ their deputie, oꝛ deputics foꝛ the time being, true notes and tickets in weiting teſtikynng 
the ſoztes and quantities of all luch Toales, as from tune to time they (hall contract foꝛ, and from 
what Staithes they ſhall be ſcrued and ſent aboard, befoꝛe the lading and clearing of the lame, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt aud manner, as by Our Tetters Patents bekoꝛe recited is directed and ſet downe. 

And whereas, in and by Our Letters Patents akoꝛeſaid, and vpon the offer of the oodmong⸗ 
ers, Bꝛewers and other Traders koꝛ Coales in Our titie of London, and by the adniſe of Our laid 
Pꝛiuie Countell, Mee haue granted a Fee of fourepence bpon encry great chaldzon of Coales 
to be tonueyed and tranſpozted,as afoꝛeſaid, (thoſe that are to be tranſpozted beyond the Seas by 
ſtrangers only extepted) to be paid vnto the officer oꝛ officers of As, Our Heires and Dncceſſo2s 
fo: ſurueyingof Seacoales, foꝛ their paines and charges in lurueying ofthem, and making certift- 
cates,and keeping Regiſters concerningthe ſame; Our pleaſure is, that all and euery Maſters 
and Owners of ſhips oꝛ other veſſels, (hall from time to time, vpon their receining of their Cer- 
tificates afozeſaid, pay oꝛ caule to be paid vnto the laid Officer oꝛ Officers of Us, Our Heires oꝛ Duc- 
teſſoꝛs, their Deputies oꝛ Allignes the laid Fee of foure pence foꝛ euery great chaldꝛon of Coales, 
by them to be conueyed oꝛ tranſpoꝛted, as àfoꝛeſaid. 

And that the ſaid woodmongers, Wharfingers, common Bꝛewers, Dyers, Chaundlers, and 


others buying Coales fromthe Shippes, oz other vellels , and ſelluig the ſame agaiac in groſle, 
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o2 by retaile, ſhall well and duely anlwere, and pay buto the ſayd Shipper, Maſter , oꝛ Owner of 
any Shippe, oꝛ other vellell pꝛoduting ſuch certificate, the ſaid Fee, oꝛ Allowance of foure pence 
vpon euery great Chaldꝛon of Coales, by him oꝛ them paydvnts Our ſapd Officer 02 Officers, 
as afoꝛelaid, without inhanſing the pꝛites ok the laid Coales vato Our lomng Subietts that Wall 
buy them againe koꝛ their pꝛiuate ble and expente, accozdingto the aduice and oꝛder of the Loꝛds, 
and others of Our Pꝛiup Counlell therein. 

And Hur farther wül and pleaſure is, and uace doe hereby ſtraitly charge and commard the 
ſaid Sir Robert SHarpeigh, and Alexander Haiteley, vnto Whom Wee haue granted the ſaid office of 
Surueyour of the Scacoales, as afoꝛeſaid, That they, the laid Sir Robert Sharpeigh, and Alexan- 
der Haiteley, their Exetutoꝛs, Adminiſtratoꝛs, and Alſignes,by themſelues oz their ſufficient depu⸗ 
ties oꝛ ſeruants, doe, e ſhall from time to time, during the laid terme in Our laid Letters Patents 
to them therof meide, contained, faithkullp, induſtrioullp, and carcfully endeauour to ſee Our wil 
and plealure in the pꝛemiſles ſtrictly & vucly perfoꝛmed t obſerued; And to make true certificates, 
from time to time, of the quality and quantityof the ſaid Coales, foꝛ the pꝛeuention ofthe abuſes 
afozcſaid, accozding to our particular directions in Our Letters Patents afoꝛeſaid to them giuen. 
Andikat any time oz times it ſhall happen, that the layd Surueyour o2 Suruepours, their de- 
putie 02 deputics, ſhall oittingly and wilitagly make any falle certificate, and it be found at any 
ſhippe oꝛ other vellell, that the laid Coales are contrary to ſuch certificate, coxrupted and mingled, 
and not ſuch in trueth, as they are certified to be, Then Hur plealure is, That the laid Suruep⸗ 
gurs, their Executours, Adnumiſtratoꝛs oꝛ Allignes, ſo wittingly and wil ingly falſifping the truſt 
weehane repoſed in them, ſhall make ſafficient reſtitutton and latilfaction vnto ſuch Merchant, 

Wood monger, Wharfinger, andother Traders in Coales foꝛ the Lofſe and Dainmage that he 
oꝛ they ſhall ſuſtaine thereby, 

And la{ily, Mee dot herebp well and tomnamd all and ſinguler Datos, Juſtices of Peace, 
Cuſtomers, Comptrellers, Searchers, waters, Bayliies, Conſtables, Officers, and Miniſters 
of Us, Dur Hciires and Succellours, to whom it ſhall, oz may appertaine, that they, and euery 
of them, be from time fo time, aiding and aſſiſting vnto the laid Sir Robert Sharpeigh, and Alcxan- 
der Haitcley, their Executo25, Adminiſtratoꝛs, Deputics and Aſſignes, x to all other the Officers 
of Us, Dur Heires and Ducceſſozs in this behalfe, in all lawfull manner, foz the due execution 
of Our ſeruice heren, atcoꝛding to Our pleaſure herein ſignified, 

And that they, and euery ok them, doe from time to time, cauſe diligent ſurney,and inquiry to be 
made within their ſeuerall pzecincts, limits, and iurildictions, ot all offenders in this behalfe, and 
together with Our {aid Officer, 02 Officers, ta make ſpeedy certificate ottheir names without par- 
tiality oꝛ conniuence vnto the Loꝛds and others of Our Pꝛiuie Councell, oꝛ to Our Attournep ge⸗ 
nerall foꝛ the time being, that they may be pꝛoteeded againſt in Our Court of Starre-chamber, oꝛ 
other wile, atcoꝛding to their demerites. And Our will and pleaſure is, That aſwell the ſaid 
L 02ds, and others of Our Pztuic Councell, as Our Attournep generall foꝛ the time being, vle all 
care and diligence, to p' niſh with ſeuerity , alwell the partiality, negligente, and remilneſſe of the 
ſaid Matozs, Juſtices of Prate, Durneyozs of Coales and other Officers afoꝛeſaid, in not making 
due ſuruey, oꝛ ter tifitate, as afoꝛeſaid, as the tontemptuous behauiour of ſuch, as ſhall pꝛeſume to 
violate this Our Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ the Letters Patents befoze recited,
